Nature of awards : A suitably engraved diploma for ten-year 

employees, “^ape^wBightB, pen sets and otJier types of awards were 
considered, but it was felt that they should be held in abeyance 
for use as awards for fifteen years, twenty years, etc, Longetivity 
awards program should be made pezmianent and not allowed to lapse. 
Diplomas for CIA personnel serving abroad should not be sent overseas, 
but will be presented on return of employees to headqie^rters duty.
